EVER HE SAYS 


Lloyd George Pays Tribute To 
Spirit Of People Of 
Republic. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 30.—Addressing the 
press representatives in the gallery 
of the house of commons today, Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George referred to the 
buoyancy of the French nation after 
three years of war and said: 

“I found during my visit to Paris 
that the spirit of the French people 
was better than I expected it, There 
was a sense of discouragement at the 
collapse of the Russian armies, but the 
French were as resolute as ever, 

“It depends very largely upon the 
French whether we shall get through 
to the end, If the French and our- 
selves hang together we shall get 
through to the end despite our Rus- 
sian troubles. 

“The Kussians are an incalculablo 
quantity; they fought when we least 
expected them to and they hung back

France Stronger Militarily 
And Politically Says 
Painleve. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, July 80,—Militarism, the 
great enemy of progress, actually has 
been mortally wounded by war itself. 
This summarizes the progress of the 
last three years, according to Paul 
Painleve, the minister of war, in re- 
viewing the war to date. M. Painleve's 
summary follows: 

“Three years of war! Imagination 
at first conjures up mourning and de- 
monstration, However, we dara to 
say that humanity has progressed dur- 
ing these three years. The great en- 
emy of all progress, militarism, actu- 
ally has been wounded mortally by 
war itself. * 

“The ideal of the nations of peace 
expressed itscif very precisely against 
the brutality of nations of conquest 
and gains little by little throughout 
the entire world. Despite the vicissi- 
tudes this ideal will triumph. 

“While the curve of German force 
has sunk, the curve of the strength of 
the allies has risen year by year and 
the entrance of the United States in- 
to the war has given it a sudden and 
formidable impetus. Germany's fate 
is determined. 

“Henceforth France, particularly, 
can show with elation its balance of 
the last three years. Bleeding, still 
invaded, she is not only greater and 
more glorious, but she 1s stronger mil- 
itarily and politically than on August 
2, 1914. 

“If Germany, stripped of its hege- 
mony, ruined in its commerce and 
reduced to an alliance with several 
groups of adventurers, today compares 
itself to France, it will show what 
three years of war have cost it." 


GERMANY MUST 
WORK OUT HER 
OWN SALVATION 


A. J. Balfour Discusses Internal 
Affairs Of Kaiser's 
Empire. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 30.—"'Germany 
must work out her salvation,” said A. 
J, Balfour, foreign secretary, speaking 
in the house of commons today. “You 
do not mend matters by imposing a 
constitution, even if you have the 
power. Nations must make their 
scheme of liberty for themselves ac- 
cording to their own ideas and based 
on their history, character and hopes. 

“But if it is true that the great pow- 
er of German imperialism is still de- 
pending upon the belief—the belief 
driven into the German nation by the 
wars of 1866 and 1870—that only un- 
der the imperial system can Germany 
be great, powerful and rich, then if 
experience shows that the impeii-1- 
istic system can produce not merely a 
triumph one time but inevitably lead 
to corresponding disaster at another, 
it may well be that those views, which 
found such powerful expression in 
Germany in 1848 and which animat- 
ed ali German teachers for a genera- 
tion before Bismarcklan domination, 
will revive with new lustre and now 
strength, and that Germany, with all 
her powers of organization and her 
inherited cultivation, will be added to 
those nations which before the war 
could hardly conceive a universal war 
of this sort, could be deliberately pro- 
voked in order to further the corpmer- 
cial or political purposes of any single 
community, 

“When Germany has come to the 
level of the United States and Britain 
in that respect we may hope that one 
of the great disturbers of the peace 
will forever be eliminated. I do uot 
know who will venture to say for a 
moment, that. looking at the internal 
condition of Germany as far as we are 
allowed to see it at the present time, 
the ideas of which I have been speak- 
ing will really grow in sueh fashion 
as to raise legitimate hopes that In our 
lifetime we shall seo that established. 
But I am sure that if {& is not estab- 
lished, the security of Europe will 
not be established either."

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For Failure To Make 
Returns. 


APPEALS MADE TO | 
EXCHEQUER COURT) 


Returns Automatically Made | 
February 28 Of Each 
Year. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 30.—sir Thomas 
White's income tax bill based upon 
the resolution adopted by the house 
which was distributed today, contains 


provisions for enforcement of the act 
and detatis of the manner in which it 
is proposed to collect the taxes. 

It is provided that any person mak- 
ing a false statement fn any return re- 
quested by the minister shall be Hable 
on summary conviction to a penalty 
not exceeding $10,000 or to six months’ 
imprisonment or to both fine and im- 
prisonment, 

Default Penalty. 

For every default in complying with 
the provisions of the act governing 
the making of returns, a person shall 
be liable to a penalty of $100 for each 
day during which the default con- 
tinues, 4 

Provision is made for the appoint- 
ment by the governor in council of 
board of referees consisting of not 
more than three members who shall 
act as a court of revision and shall 
hear and determine any appeal made 
by a taxpayer, The board will have| 
power to confirm or amend an aasess- 
ment. In any case, where the appeal 
is unsuccessful the board may direct 
that the person who appealed = shall 
pay the cost or part of the cost; and 
if the appeal is successful it may re- 
commend that the cost be paid in 
whole or in part by the crown. The 
tariff of fees in force in the exchequer | 
court will apply in connection with the 
administration of this act. 

Powers of Appeal. 

It is further provided that. if the 
taxpayer is dissatisfied with the decis- 
fon of a board, he may within twenty 
days appeal in writing to the minister 
of finance. Such appeals will come 
under the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
exchequer court. 

The act provides that all employers 
shall make a return of all persons In 
their employ, liable to taxation under 
the act, and all corporations, associa- 
tlons and syadicates shall make a re- 
turn of all dividends and bonuses paid 
to shareholders or members. Such re- 
turne shall be delivered to the minis- 
ter on or before Pobrvary 28, in each 
year, without any notice or demand 
being made. The minister may at any 
time enlarge the time for making any 
return. 


Must Make Return, 

Another provision is as follows: 

“Every person liable to taxation un- 
der this act, shall, on or before Februr 
ary 28 in each year, without any no- 
tlee or demand, deliver to the minis- 
ter a return, in such form as the min- 
ister may prescribe, of his total in- 
come during the last preceding calen- 
dar year. In such return the taxpay- 
er shall state an address in Canada 
to which all notices and other docu- 
ments to be matied or served under 
this act may be mailed or sent. 

“Returns in the case of corporations, | 
associations, or other body, shal! be} 
made and signed by the president, sec- 
retary, or chief agent, having person- 
al knowledge of the business.”

ANOTHER CALAMITY 
IN STRICKEN AREA 


Incendiary Fire Renders Por- 
tion Of Michel Mine 
Inactive. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

FERNIE, B.C., July 30.—The 
quest over the victims of the Blk fire 
whieh occurred Saturday was contin- 
ued this evening. The jury this morn- 
ing thoroughly viewed the scene of 
the disaster in a down-pour of rain 
which diminished the dying embers 
of one of the most disastrous forest 
fires in the history of the Crows’ Nest 
Pass. While all have not yet been 
accounted for it is assumed that the 
missing are living. 

From closer acrutiny of the strick- 
en district, the possibility of human 
beings escaping therefrom cannot reas- 
onably be appreciated without having 
experienced the conflagration. The 
narrow funnel shaped valley is prac- 
tically inaccessible from but one route 
and even the fumes of the smouldering 
stumps and logs make it physically 
difficult to examine today, Jurors 
rendering the verdict especially recom- 
mend extension of authority to those 
in charge of forest conservation and 
desired restrictions of the use of in- 
flammables for all engaged in woods- 
men's occupations. 

Another calamity in this locality 
happened at Michel early this morn- 
ing, when a portion of the colliery was 
rendered totally inactive by the un- 
mistakeable evidence of incendiary 
fire which has given the general im- 
pression § that frequent disasters 
throughout this lociality are not as 
innocent as they appear. This latter 
unusual occurrence at Michel sus- 
pended operations to the extent of 
fifty percent. The upper tipple, pre- 
sumably destroyed by fire, permitted 
a train of loaded coal cars to crash 
through the lower works and render 
the same useless for some time.

number of senators have 
their intention of speaking. 

The constant activity of the liquor

efficiency. Organized labor, he said, 
had been asked to oppose prohibition 
because bartenders and brewery and 
distillery employees are members of

“Labor is asked to imperil its very 
existence,’ ‘said the senator, “to take 
food from the mouths and clothes 
from the backs of men, women and 
children to sustain a traffic meaning 
hunger, disease, insanity and death 
for the masses; while liquor barons 
thrive in luxury.” 

Senator Underwod declared adop- 
tion of the amendment would “have 
a tendency to centralize our govern- 
ment under a police autocracy such as 
exists in Germany and Austria-Hun- 


gary.”

CANADIANS 
AKE PART 


| LENS CITY 


Minor Operation Carried Out 
Smartly By Infantry Sup- 
ported By Guns. 


Canadian Headquarters in France, 
July 80—By a minor operation last 
night the Canadian front was advanc- 
ed in the region east of Reservoir Hill 
into the Cite du Moulin, the only 
suburb lying between Reservoir Hill 
and Lens, The losses of the Canadians 
were inconsiderable and the advance 
gives them possession of a stretch o 
difficult country extending about one 
thousand yards north and south, with 
a depth easterly from our former front 
of over four hundred yards, 

The gain this morning Mas made as 
a result of careful scouting. By close 
observation it was learned that to les- 
sen the heavy losses from otr artil- 
lery which has been pounding Cite du 
Moulin steadily for the pret two 
weeks, the enemy withdrew men hold- 
ing the line among its ruined houses 
during the day and only manned the 
positions at night when he believed 
from former experience of Canadian 
methods an attack in fofce was likely 
to be made, 

That was good tactics but the obvi- 
ous method of catching the enemy nap- 
ping was to send an attacking party 
in daylight while our bombardment 
was still in progress. This was done 
while the range of our guns increaged 
as the men went over and #o cut the 
enemy outposts off from their sup- 
ports. With an ample equipment of 
machine guns our men occupied the 
western part of Cite du Moulin and re- 
constructed the enemy positions so 
that they will afford fairly good shel- 
ter. There has been’ as yet no serlous 
counter-attack on the northern sector 
of our line, Barly this morning a 
large quantity of gas was projected 
into the enemy's trenches between Hill 
70 and Cite St, Laurent. 

Heavy thunderstorms have inter- 
fered with the progress of the trench 
destruction of our artillery.

FOE TORPEDOES 
AN OLD CRUISER 


The Ariadue, of 11,000 Tons, 
Sunk; Carried Nearly 
700 Men. 


London, July 30—The British cruise: 
Ariadne, of 11,000 tons, has been tor 
pedoed and sunk, according to officia 
statement issued today by the British 
admiralty. 

Thirty-eight members of the Ar- 
jadne’s crew were killed by the explo 
sion. All the other sailors were saved. 

The Ariadne was an old British

Madame Roland. 


Madame Roland was probably the 
most remarkable woman of the 
French revolution, She was born a 
Paris In 1766. She married in 1738) 
and, baving received an excellent 
education, assisted her ‘husband in hi! 
business affairs and when secretary o! 
the interlor after the outbreak of the 
revolution, and before anarchy was let 
loose, was his confident adviser, The 
Rolands were in sympathy with the 
revolution, but opposed the violence 
and bloodshed which followed in the 
course of the outbreak. When the 
massacres of Sept, 2,°1792, took place 
M. Roland boldly denounced them in 
the national convention, After that 
neither of their lives was safe. Wher 
the faction headed by Robespierre 
Danton, Marat and other rabid revolu- 
tlonists gained the upper hand, Ma- 
dame Roland was cast into prison 
while her husband fled, After lang 
ulshing in prison for several month: 
and observing many of her friends 
sent to the guillotine, she followe 
them to the seaffold on Nov. 8, 1793. 
It was she who exclaimed: “Oh, Lib 
erty, how many crimes are committee 
in thy name.” Her husband, Bear!ns 
of her death, ended his life.

Quebec, July 30—In an interview on 
conscription published by L’Action 
Catholique, the official argan of the 
Catholic church in Quebec, Cardinal 
Begin says, as regards the clergy oniy: 

“This conscription law 1s a menace 
which causes the Canadian clergy the 
worst apprehensions. This military 
service as it is proposed, or at least as 
we are enabled to judge from the 
speeches and stutements its discussions 
have provoked, is not only a serious 
blow to the right of the church ot 
Christ, independent in its domain and 
whose laws and practice exempt the 
clergy and that class of the society 
which that name designates from the 
service under arms, but it (the con- 
scription law) constitutes a partial ob- 
struction to the recruiting of ministers 
uf God as shepherds of sculs—as well 
as to that of the staff of clerical teach- 
ers, and through this very fact it 
creates in our soclety an evil much 
worse than that which it is alleged to 
ettempt to remedy. 

In Spirit of the Church 

“The clause as it is written might 
lose some of its ill if it were interpre- 
ted in the spirit of the church But 
What guarantees bave we that the 
members of the special tribunals will 
be all Catholics, enlightened and good 
willed, capable of pronouncing with 
sincerity and knowledge of a question 
ofthis importance. If we judge by the 
very rude knowledge revealed by cer- 
tain speeches made in the Commons, 
one may indeed fear that some legis- 
lators, go little enlightened, and may 
be also somewhat ill-willed, may not 
make a choice that we would approve 
and here js what justifies our fears, 

A Mortal Blow 

"On the other hand, the treaties as- 
sure the Canadian Catholics the free 
practice of their religion. The legisla- 
tion under way may strike that liberty 
1 mortal blow, I like to believe that 
political wisdom will, in the end, over- 
come in the hearts of our statesmen 
the urgings and counsel of certain ele- 
nents, calculated to disturb the peace 
of this country and that none will dare 
ona matter so important and delicate, 
to hurt the sentiments of the whole 
Catholic population of the Dominion 
and imprudently sow on this side of

Ignatius Loyola, founder of the or- 
der of Jesuits, began life as a soldier 
and as such led a life not entirely in 
accord with biblical injunctions. In 
1521 he was aswisting in the defense 
of Dampeluna against the French, 
when a cannon ball fractured his right 
leg and a splinter injured his left. 
He was carried to the neighboring 
castle of Loyola and in the weary 
months during which he lay stretch- 
ed on his couch tried to while away 
the time by reading the “Lives of the 
Saints,” Thus was planted in his ‘heart 
the seed which soon was to lead to 
his founding the Society of Jesus. Loy- 
ola we thirty vears old when he 
covered from his injuries, He to 
:Mhimself from his family and friends 
and made a pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land. In the church of the Virgin of 
Mount Serrat, he hung up his arms 
and vowed constant obedience to God 
and the church. Dressed as a beggar 
he made his way back to Spain, suf- 
fering severe hardships Arrived in 
Spain, at the age of thirty-three, he 
resumed his education which had 
been neglected from childhood, and 
laboriously from the rudiments of 
grammar worked his way through a 
full university course, He went to 
Paris in 1528 and inspired other stu- 
dents with his own deyout tervor? In 
an underground chapel of the Church 
of Montmartre, on Awe, 15, 1534, Loy- 
ola and five other studenis took the 
solemn vows of celibacy, poverty and 
the devotion of their lives to the care 
of Christians and the conversion of 
infidels . Such was the beginning of 
the famous Society of Jesus. The plan 
of the new order was laid before Pope 
Paul IIL, who raised several objec 
tions to it; but on the understanding 
that Jesuits should in all matters give 
implicit obedience to the holy see, he 
granted them a constitution, Loyole 
was elected president and established 
at Rome as director of the movements 
of the society, Loyola conducted its 
affairs until worn out with labors and 
privations, he died on July 31, 1556, 
ut the age of sixty-five,

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The “Rock of Chickamauga,” 

George Henry Thomas, the dis- 
tinguished American soldier, was born 
on July 81, 1816, In Southampton 
county, Virginia, He was graduated 
trom West Point in 1840 and served 
with distinotion in tae Mexican war. 
On the outbreak of the Civil War, 
Thomas, true to his oath as a soldier 
of the United States, adhered to the 
Union cause. He commanded a brig- 
ade in the first Shenandoah campaign 
and on Januar 19, 1862, won the 
battle of Mill Bornes, Ky. In the 
battle of Chickamauga, on September 
19 and 20, 1863, Thomas stood firm 
and resisted the concentrated attack 
of the victorious Confederates and it 
was here that he gained the title, 
“Rock of Chicamauga.” After the bat- 
tle of Nashville, in which he was vic- 
torlous, he ‘ appointed a major 
general and congress tendered him «a 
vote of thanks. He died on March 28 
1870, as commander of the military 
division of the Pacific.

Little Stories of Big Men | 


Edward Hines, | 


If any proof were needed that there 
is romance in business, the case of Ed- 
ward Hines would euffice to convince 


any doubter, His story in a nutsheli 
is “From Tally Boy to Lumber Prince 
and Bank Director.” Bdward Hines 
wae born in Buffalo, N, Y., July 381, 
1863. When he was two yeare old his 
parents decided to move to Chicago 
and, of course, Edward went along. 
When he was old enough, they put 
him into public school and that is al! 
the book learning that Hines has re- 
f£eived. His broader education has 
been gained from his contact with men 
in every etation of life, which is, in 
the end, the only real education 

only, you've got to know how to get

a time when Edwerd hed to go to 
work and eo he apped for a job in 
a Chicago lumber yard, The boss 
looked him over and decided that Ed- 
ward would make a good tally boy, so 
he was put to work.

the business world to the diszy heights 
of office boy. That responsible pos!- 
tion, however, didn’t satisfy Hines a

time, he has been president, treasurer 
and general manager.

It is doubtful if the same 
can be said truthfully of any other 
city in the Dominion. As usual, 
Northern Alberta appears by all 
the evidence available to be get- 
ting the best of the weather that 
is going,

Saturday night’s wreck is the 
worst railway disaster in the his- 
tory of the Province. Five lives, at 
least, have been lost, and more 
than a score of people are suffer- 
ing from serious injury, Even at 
‘hat there is cause for gratitude 
hat the loss of life was not far 
heavier and the injured more nu- 
nerous: In fact the wonder is 
that anyone at all in the two tele- 
scoped coaches escaped iminediate 
leath. 


Great credit seems to be due to 
he train crews and passengers for 
he way they went about the res- 
‘ue of the injured from the wreck- 
ige and the application of first 
uid, Also to all who had to do with 
organizing the relief train sent out 
from the city. No doubt had there 
‘een a more accurate idea of the 
‘umber of injured to be taken care 
of this train could have got away 
earlier. Preparations were made 
for handling a much larger num- 
ber than really required attention. 

There will, of course, be an in- 
vestigation by a coroner’s jury to 

ascertain how and why the victims 
met their death. The company are 
‘o aiso make inquiry and may is 
sue a statement to the public, But 
there is called for, as in every sim- 
ilar occurrence, a prompt and 
thorough investigation by the Do 
minion Railway Commission, or 
some other agent of Government, 
tor the purpose of finding out how 
a recurrence can be prevented, A 
coroner's investigation is necessar- 
ily limited, and has fulfilled its ob- 
ject when the cause of death is 
shown, Investigation by the rail- 
Way company concerned is con- 
dueted from the standpoint of the 
company, The public interest is in 
having an investigation made with 
the object of finding out how such 
accidents can be prevented, Safe- 
guards can only be established 
when the danger points are 
known; and it is the business of 
Government to find out what caus- 
es each and every railway disas- 
ter, with a view to so regulating 
the operation of railways as to 
miminize the liability of future 
disasters, 

But one fact is surely made 
plain from the simple account of 
what happened when the engines 
crashed into each other, That is, 
that the old style wooden passen- 
ger coach is not a safe conveyance 
and should be replaced by the 
modern steel-built carriage, The 
wood-built car is even less protec- 
tion than usual to its passengers 
when coupled between steel cars, 
When in use these old type cars 
are invariably placed in the mid- 
le of the train, There are pro- 
bebly railroading reasons for this 
arrangement, But what happens 
when such train gets into collision 
is shown clearly enough by Satur- 
day’s accident, Between the steel 
baggage car and the three rear 
modern coaches the two old style 
cars were simply telescoped, But 
for the fact that the passenger 
train had practically lost momen-

A Fircless Cooker, 


Can a reasonably good fireless cook- 
er be made at home? If so give ma 
terials and method. 

WiJd.c. 

Any man (or woman either, for that 
matter), who is possessed of a little 
gumption, can easily make a fireless 
cooker at home, which will answer 
every requirement, give 4,00d satisfac- 
tion and cost far less than the patent 
articles which ere advertised for sale 

The principal of the fireless cooker 
is the storing up of heat by heating 
the article to be cooked on a range in 
the usual way and then transferring it 
to closed receptable, from which the 
heat canot escape except gradually 
and allowing it to cook theroughly and 
slowly. The result is that the food i: 
‘done" completely, all the way 

hrough and there is, beside, a great 
mving of fuel which is something to 
be considered in these times, 

The first requirement of home-madc¢ 
fireless cooker is a wooden box or case, 
the tighter in its construction the bet- 
ter, One of about the size of a carpen- 
ter’s tool chest is about right although 
it does not matter if it is larger or 
what its shape is. The main thing is 
that it must be larger enough to con- 
tain sufficient insulating material t« 
retin the heat effectively, If a smal! 
box is used, or one with wide cracks 
the heat escapes so fast that the food 
is not cooked. The box should also 
have a well fitting lid, preferably hing- 
ed, with a hasp which will allow the 
lid to be firmly fastened down, 

The next step is to fill the box with 
hay, wool or other non-conducting ma- 
terial. Fine hay is.the best. Space 
must be left in the middle for the con- 
tainer. This is a pail or other recep- 
tacle, with straight up and down 
sides of two-quart size, for prefer- 
ence. It, too should be provided with 
a closely fitting lid. Agateware should 
be used as tin rusts. 

Pack the hay or other material firm- 
ly around the pail, The tighter the hay 
is packed down the better the cooker 
will work. There should be at least six 
inches of firmly tamped hay between 
the bottom of the pall and the bottom 
cf the box. The pail makes a sort of 
nest in the hay into. which 
snugly and from which it can be easily 
withdrawn, 

The top of the hay should now be 
levelled off and cevered with a sheet 
of stout wrapping paper, cut to the 
size of the interior of the box. From # 
point cver the centre of the container 
eut slits in the paper to the circum- 
ference of the pail or whatever is be- 
ing used and fold the points of the tri- 


angular strips thus formed down 
against the sides of the ‘nest’ into 
which the container fits. This is rather 
diffiouly to explain but is easy to do, 
The object is to keep the hay from 
working loose into the hole. After 


having been used a couple of times the 
paper will take a permanent form, It 
should be renewed occasionally. 

Next should be made @ cushion, of 
cotton cloth or some other suitable 
material, tightly stuffed with hay and 
made just large enough to fit into the 
box and rest on topof the pail when 
the lid is on. This cushion should be 
at least six inches thick and a little 
more would do no harm, The idea is to 
make the whole cooker as nearly heat- 
tight as possible. The cushion should 
project above the top of the box 
slightly, when it has been fitted into 
position, so that when the lid of the 
box is-shut down pressure will be 
needed to fasten the hasp, setting a

Ifa sufficiently large box is obtained 
two containers can be placed in it, 6ix 

»ches apart, and two articles of food 
cgoked together, The writer used a cyl- 
ndrical pulp box, in which grapes are 
shipped, getting it from a fruit store, 
This has the merit of being tight, 
compact and easy to handle. 

Many ways will suggest themselves 
of using the cooker, If you wish to cook 
a plece of meat, or a tongue, for in 
stance, place the meat in the contain- 
er, With a suitable amount of water, 
and bring it to a boil on the stove in 
the usual way, While it is still boiling 
transfer the covered pail and its con- 
tents to the ‘nest’ in the cooker, 
which should be open and ready, in 
the most expeditious possible manner, 
clap on the cushion and shut down 
and secure the lid. Meat prepared in 
this way should be allowed to cook all 
night or for 24 hours if bulky and 
tough. Experience will teach more 
than a page of printed directions, It 
may be advisable to take out the con- 


tainer and heat it up again on the 
range. But, as already stated, prac- 
tical experience is worth any quan 


tity of advice. 

Books on the subject, containing re 
cipes, may be procured from the do- 
mestic science department of the pub- 
lic library, 

A similar box with two or even 
three containers, in contact with eacl 
other will make a first-rate refrigera- 
tor for keeping milk and non-bulky 
articles. keep the ice in one recep- 
tacle; the food in the other. In this 
case the insulating material serves to 
keep the heat out, 

Do not slop water .gravy, ete,, in the 
hay as it will make it musty, It is ¢ 
good idea to turn the contents of the 
cooker out in the sunlight and give it 
an alring occasionally.

ed? Surely the men who have their 
money invested in a newspaper enter- 
prise ought to have the right in the 
protection of their interests and pro- 
perty of having the question whether 
the article is an infraction of the law 
tried out in exactly the same way as 
the accused man would be tried, That 
would seem to be elementary, 

Mr. Doherty: It would, of course, 
be highly desirable to have the matter 
tried out before uny suppression wis 
made, but I do not see how that could 
be done effectively. Suppression is a 
power that is only effective if it is 
susceptible of prompt exercise. Tt 
would expose people to serious damage 
in their property if that power were 
unwisely exercised, but I do not see 
how it could be effectively exercised 
by the ordinary process of law. It 
goes without saying that the power of 
suppression would not be exercised by 
any minister without very grave con- 
sideration or on any but the clearest 
ustification, 

Mr.. Devlin: Who will have power 
to suppress a paper pending trial? 

Mr. Doherty: The particular minis- 
ter will have to be designated by regu- 
lation. in a general way the censor- 
ship is in the Department of State, 

Mr. Oliver: In regard to the ques- 
tion of the proprietor of a newspaper 
and the newspaper itself, we have al- 
ways had the understanding that the 
manager or the proprietor, when ac- 
eused, would be brought up for trial, 
and would be tried on the merits of 
the question us to the offence com- 
mitted through the publication of the 
article, Am I to understand, how- 
ever, the Prime Minister has said tha 
the trial of the man is only a question 
of establishing his identity or responsi- 
bility, but the question as to the na- 
ture of the article is a matter efitirely 
for the Government through its cen- 
sorship?
